The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, a dermal patch comprising 
at least one power source comprising an electrochemical cell for powering the patch, 
wherein the electrochemical cell comprises a negative pole, a positive pole, and an 
electrolyte and at least two electrodes spaced apart and in electrical connection with the 
electrochemical cell, the electrodes for electrically coupling to a skin portion and/or skin 
appendage of a subject, wherein at least one of the at least two electrodes is integrally 
formed on or with the electrochemical cell.
